ANOTHER 
DEATH ON 
RAILWAY 


A 48-YEAR-OLD woman 
has become the 10th person 
to lose their life on the rail 
line through Harlow in less 
than two years. 

The woman, whose name has 
not yet been released but who 
is believed to be from Epping, 
was struck by a London-bound 
express train after appearing to 
jump on to the tracks at Harlow 
Mill station on Monday after¬ 
noon. 

The train was not scheduled to

stop and was travelling at around 
80mph as it entered the station. 

British Transport Police have 
confirmed they are not treating the 
woman’s death as suspicious. 

The incident, at 4.20pm, caused 
chaos for commuters with the line 
remaining closed for almost two 
hours. Services were resumed at 
6.10pm. 

A BTP spokesman said that a file 
was being prepared for the coroner. 

Ten people have now died on the 


town’s rail network since February 
2008 although the latest death is the 
first for more than a year. The last 
victim was killed at Harlow Mill in 
September 2008. 

Inquests into the deaths of five of 
the previous victims returned two 
verdicts of suicide, two of accidental 
death and one open verdict. 

The tragedies prompted Harlow 
MP Bill Rammell to hold talks with 
Network Rail and British Transport 
Police to explore ways of preventing 
further fatalities. This week he told

areas virtually impassable. Kier 
Harlow workmen battled the 
blizzards to clear paths and 
walkways in the town centre. 

Drivers were advised to stay 
at home and not make any 
unnecessary journeys, with 
police and ambulance services 
urging those motorists who 
chose to venture out to take 
extra care on the roads. 

Even those hoping to escape 
the cold snap and head for sun¬ 
nier climes on holiday were 
frustrated as Stansted Airport 
was forced to close its runway 
for snow clearing and budget 
airline Easyjet cancelled scores 
of flights. 

With more heavy snow fore¬ 
cast for the rest of the week, 
county councillor Norman 
Hume, cabinet member for 
highways and transportation, 
urged drivers to stick to main 


roads if they need to use their 
cars. 

“Our dedicated winter serv¬ 
ice is continuing to work round 
the clock to cope with the icy 
conditions,” he said. “In order 
to keep the county moving we 
need to focus our efforts on the 
primary network and I would 
urge residents to only travel if it 
is absolutely necessary.” 

Meanwhile, police in Harlow 
have issued a warning to youths 
who damage property by throw¬ 
ing snowballs. 

Inspector Andy Bray said: 
“Can I ask parents to remind 
their children not to throw 
snowballs at people’s property 
or passing cars. 

“In the past we have had 
reports of criminal damage 
caused by snowballs. This could 
result in the child being arrested 
and a suitable parent or 
guardian being called into the 
police station.”

POLICE have launched a 
rape investigation after a 
teenage girl was sexually 
assaulted in Harlow town cen¬ 
tre just yards from a night¬ 
club where New Year’s Eve 
revellers were celebrating the 
start of the new decade. 

Detectives are investigating 
reports that the 17-year-old, who 
they have described as a “local 
girl”, was subjected to a serious 
sexual assault in an alleyway lead¬ 
ing off Post Office Walk, close to 
The Clubhouse. 

The alleged incident occurred 
between 2am and 2.30am on New 
Year’s Day (Friday). 

This week they have issued a 
description of a suspect they want to 
interview in connectioin with the inci¬ 
dent. 

He is white, aged 19-20, about 6ft 
tall with brown hair parted in the mid¬ 
dle. He was wearing a light blue long 
sleeved shirt, white T-shirt and black 
jeans or trousers and spoke with an 
Irish accent. 

Police have also released a CCTV 
image of three young men who they 
believe may have vital information 
relating to the enquiry. 

A spokeswoman for Essex Police 
said: “The image was captured on 
CCTV at The Clubhouse nightclub in 


Harlow town centre. 

“The young men, or anyone who can 
identify them, are asked to contact 
police as soon as possible.” 

Police have not confirmed if either 
the alleged victim or the man were 
attending the over-18s nightclub’s New 
year’s Eve celebration which had an 
all-ticketed ‘after party’ running until 
6am. 

The nightclub’s management were 
unavailable for comment as the Star 
went to press yesterday (Wednesday).

NOSTALGIA

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MEMORIES of the former Burnt 
Mill rail station have been steaming 
their way to the Nostalgia desk 
since we printed a picture of it a 
couple of weeks ago. 

The former station was built in the 1840s, 
serving the village of Burnt Mill in the 
years before the birth of the new town. 
This week we are able to publish a grainy 
newspaper photo which appeared in the 
‘Memory Comer’ feature of the Harlow 
Gazette. 

The picture was taken in 1949 by rail 
enthusiast John Forster who lived in Park 
Mead at the time of publication. He wanted 
to know the name of the signalman standing 
at the door of the signal box. 

We have no way of checking whether he was 
successful in his quest, but there may be a 
Star reader who knows. 

Meanwhile, former Harlow College librarian 
Moira Jones, who now helps look after the 
Gibbard Library, has also written in with her 
memories of Burnt Mill station. 

“I had just moved to Harlow but I was 
working at West Ham library,” she said. 

“All of the trains were steam-powered and 
there was a lovely little coal fire in the 
waiting room. The station won awards for its 
planting. 

“When they took down the station to be 
replaced by the new Harlow Town station we 
found the old sign which was being thrown 
away. We took it and it is now in The 
Museum of Harlow.” 

Our original picture, which was supplied by 
Ron Bill, also delighted reader Jill Harman. 
“I remember the scene very well as it was 
where I spent my childhood,” she said. “ I 
lived at Netteswell Cross all through those 
years and when I saw that picture it brought 
back many happy memories for me. 

“The railway crossing was easy access with

just manned gates. I also remember Jack 
Riley’s grocery stores which was also the 
post office. There were other small shops 
scattered about Spring Street. 

“Our bread was made using the water from 
the two springs which ran constantly into a 
large sink which were situated by the side of 
the road. 

“It was a very small hamlet then, everyone 
knew each other. Thank you, Mr Bill, for 
sending in the photograph.”

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Chef fined for assaulting kebab shop staff 


A HARLOW-born chef who 
returned to the town to visit his 
brother landed himself in hot 
water after punching two kebab 
shop workers in a dispute over £2. 

Bradley Walford (23), of West 
Kensington, pleaded guilty at 
Chelmsford Crown Court to 
charges of assault and using 
threatening behaviour. He was 
fined £1,000 and ordered to pay 
£1,200 costs and £200 compensa¬ 
tion. 

The court heard Walford and 


his brother had visited the Tasty 
Grill in East Gate on April 19 last 
year where they became involved 
in an argument over a bill for 
takeaway food. 

Gareth Hughes, prosecuting, 
said there appeared to have been a 
dispute about whether the food 
was purchased or bartered for a 
lesser sum. 

The brothers left the premises 
and headed towards Harlow Town 
station but were confronted by 
two members of staff from the 


eatery. 

The defendant became con¬ 
cerned for his brother’s safety 
when they grabbed him. He 
lashed out and punched both men 
in the face. 

Katie Spears, representing 
Walford, said in mitigation that, 
after playing pool and drinking 
some lager, they had gone to the 
kebab shop and his his brother 
was due to pay £8 cash or £10 by 
debit card. 

As they made their way to 


Harlow station they were 
approached by two men in a vehi¬ 
cle. 

“His brother’s arm was grabbed 
by one and my client was feeling 
quite scared and worried for his 
brother,” said Ms Spears. “At the 
beginning he had no idea the two 
gentlemen came from the restau¬ 
rant.” 

Passing sentence, recorder Neil 
Garnham told the defendant: 
“You behaved in a totally unac¬ 
ceptable and violent manner.”

Tories should

SIR, In the month before Christmas 
there was a spate of letters from the 
Conservative scribes on Harlow 
Council blaming everybody else 
about the state of things in the town.

Shopmobility move will 
curtail town centre trips 


SIR, Through the Star I would like 
to find out which bright spark 
decided to move the Shopmobility 
office. 

Sadly, although Shopmobility has 
been relocated into a permanent 
building, it is in completely the 
wrong position within the town. 

I have been told the land that once 
housed the office is to be sold off 
and so soon there will be no 
parking close enough to the 
building to render the service as 
useful as it has been over the years 
to those of us with restricted 
mobility. 

The only way I will be able to use 
the facility is by trying to struggle 
to find somewhere to park in the 
post office car park and then go 
over to Shopmobility in my 
wheelchair. That would involve 
crossing a dangerous and uneven 
road, leaving my wheelchair in the 
office and, once I have finished my 
shopping, going back to the car to 
deposit it, drive back to the 
Shopmobility office and then take 
myself back to my car in my 
wheelchair, again crossing the 
dangerous road. 


# The high rates of crime and 
unemployment rate and low wages 
(for those who do work in the town) 
is a symptom of the town’s failure. 
Having come from Belfast to live in 
Harlow and having also lived in 
London, I am in a position to 
compare these places. 

In Belfast it made me happy to see 
the lovely large Cavehill mountain 
loom over the city. It gave me a sense 
of where I was in the city. I could 
look up and know where I was in 
relation to home. In Harlow you can 
be in any street and it all looks the 
same. You could spend an hour 
walking in one direction and it looks 
like you haven’t moved. Harlow, 
really is a mentally disorientating 
place which doesn’t help the 
wellbeing of its residents. 

There is a political loyalism to the 
town which borders on the irrational, 
rather like the loyalists in Northern 
Ireland. It is as if the residents know 
it is a terrible place to live but insist 
on not talking about it in the hope that 
this will somehow make living there 
more bearable. Just like ignoring the 
elephant in the room. 

It is the responsibility of elected 
politicians to be open to discussion 
about the truth of Harlow. Have you 
ever wondered why Harlow has such 
a bad reputation? Well, look no 
further. The reasons are above. 

It doesn’t help having a council which 
constantly defends the town to 
outsiders and its residents and issues 
constant pro-Harlow propaganda. 
What else can the employees of 
Harlow Council do? That is what they 
are paid for! So don’t look to Harlow 
Council or its councillors for answers. 
National government should fund the 
dismantling of Harlow. It should also 
give these people housing back in 
London. This town isn’t working. 

Why should any national government 
give any money to Harlow or to Essex 
County Council for Harlow’s 
continuing existence? Why should 
national government fund any road 
building or ther major scheme when 
other areas in England need money 
more desperately? 

Moss Side, south London and 
numerous towns in the north as well 
as my home town of Belfast are far 
more worthy of government money 
than Harlow is.

As a pensioner I have had the best of 
what the UK has to offer but I 
despair for the future of our young, 
who can only look forward to 
menial, poorly paid jobs and having 
to work till they drop as there will be 
little in the way of a pension.

between £125-£400 to help 
meet increased heating costs 
during the the cold snap. 

Mr Rammell said the pay¬ 
ments form part of a support 
package the Government has 
provided for pensioners since 
1997, which also includes pen¬ 
sion credits, free concession¬ 
ary bus travel and free eye 
tests. 

“Looking after those on pen¬ 
sions is one of the most impor¬ 
tant jobs of any Government,” 
he said. “I am proud that under 
Labour we have supported our 
pensioners in Harlow. 

“The truth is that with 
Labour, older people in Harlow 
are £1,500 better off on average 
than they would have been 
under the Conservatives.” 

But Mr Halfon dismissed Mr 


Rammell’s claims as “scare- 
mongering” and claimed the 
Conservatives had a compre¬ 
hensive plan to eradicate fuel 
poverty.

REVIEW OF THE YEAR 


January 7, 2010 9 


T his week, as we start a 
new year and a new 
decade, we take a look 
back at some of the stories 
that made the news in the Star 
over the past 12 months. 


January 

Harlow Council braced itself for financial 
chaos after it was revealed its budget deficit 
could reach millions of pounds. The 
Conservative administration was rocked by the t 
news that £22.5m would have to be found to " 
pay back money the previous administration 
had borrowed to fund capital projects until 
2012/13. 

The Star revealed that senior council officers 
were set to receive salary rises of up to 
£10,000 per year despite the potential multi¬ 
million pound cash crisis. 

Up to 25 rescue dogs were faced with being put 
to sleep when the couple caring for them found 
themselves in desperate financial trouble. Gill 
and Lee Craddock, who had been running Pat's 
Legacy Sanctuary since 2001, faced losing 
everything after their mortgage lender served 
them with an eviction notice. 

February 

Snow brought out the best and worst in 
residents during one chilly week which saw 
45 incidents of anti-social behaviour. While 
most people celebrated the weather with 
sledging and building snowmen, gangs of 
youths were reported to have thrown 
snowballs laced with stones at vehicles. 

Farm staff helped a flock of sheep to safety 
after the River Stort burst its banks and flooded 
fields surrounding Harlow. The rescue 
operation was mounted after sheep, grazing on 
the flood plain adjacent to the A414, became 
stranded as waters continued to rise. 

Councillors gave the go-ahead for 
supermarket chain Aldi to build a store near 
The Stow, despite local traders’ anger. After a 
battle lasting nearly three years, the decision 
to redevelop a former car showroom was 
given the green light. 

March 

A disabled pensioner was stabbed to death in 
the early hours of the morning outside her flat 
in Hadley Grange, Harlow The body of Jennifer 
Macaree (62), also known as Jennifer North, 
was found in her car. A 26-year-old Harlow 
man accused of her murder is due to stand trial 
later this year. 

Harlow Council’s decision to slash funding 
for the town’s Welfare Rights and Advice 
service was challenged in the High Court. 

Controversial plans to introduce parking 
charges at Harlow’s neighbourhood shopping 
centres were pushed through despite angry 
protests. Traders, residents and shop workers 
packed the Civic Centre to plead with members 
of the committee to abandon its plans to 
introduce the pay-and display meters. 

April 

The Government announced a £14m 
upgrade of Harlow's roads and railways. 
Plans were revealed for a £9.9m project to 
widen a stretch of the busy A414 linking the 
Mil to Southern Way roundabout, which 
itself would be scrapped in favour of traffic 
signals. A further £3.58m was allocated to 
improved public transport links. 

Thieves who targeted the Rainbow Centre in 
Wych Elm, Harlow, stole thousands of pounds 
worth of computer equipment from nine 
charities. 

The trial begins of two young teenagers 
accused of starting a blaze in Harlow which 
claimed the life of 24-year-old Kerry Youngs 
and left her boyfriend Kevin Chappie with 
permanent brain damage. 

A man returning from a Mexican holiday 
became the latest in a string of suspected swine 
flu cases. He was treated at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital hospital after it was feared he might 
have contracted the virus but was given the all- 
clear. 

May 

Pressure mounted on Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell to publish details of his expense 
claims in the wake of the scandal that rocked 
Parliament. The Star revealed Mr Rammell 
claimed a total of £114,220 between 2001 and 
2008, including mortgage and maintenance 
costs on a second home. 


2009: Another year 
hjas bin and gone! 



One subject that dominated the 
headlines and provoked more letters 
from Star readers than any other during 
the year was the introduction of wheelie 
bins for household waste collection. 
Harlow Council came in for a barrage of 
criticism as the programme was rolled out 
across the town and in November there 
was even more anger when it was revealed 
the authority was throwing a thank-you 
party for staff who were involved in the 
implementation of the scheme. 


A lucky pensioner beat the odds by winning a 
whopping £64,000 on the horses. Staff at the 
Harlow town centre branch of Joe Jennings 
were speechless after the 83-year-old pocketed 
his winnings. 

Campaigners fighting to prevent thousands 
of homes being built on open countryside 
bordering Harlow vowed to fight on despite 
the failure of a legal challenge to the 
proposals. After a three-day hearing at the 
High Court, a judge upheld the legality of 
the Harlow North blueprint. 

June 

Former Conservative councillor David Kirton 
was jailed for eight years and banned from 
working with children for life after admitting he 
sexually assaulted a girl of 13. 

The two teenagers accused of murdering 
Kerry Youngs were cleared after the trial 
collapsed. The prosecution decided to drop 
the case against the pair after a key witness 
said she could not recall what had taken 
place on the night of the blaze. 

The Star revealed that police and hospital 
authroties were carrying out separate 
investigations into claims that two diamond 
rings were stolen from the body of a pensioner 
who had died at Princess Alexandra Hospital. 
More than 1,600 people took part in St Clare 
Hospice’s Midnight Walk, raising more than 
£150,000. The event was supported by the 
Star. 


July 


August 


September 

Shock figures showed that Harlow has seen 
one of the worst unemployment rises in the 
East of England during the recession. 

Local schools once again smashed 
Government-set GSCE targets of at least 
30 per cent of pupils achieving five or 
more A*-Cs including English and maths. 
Princess Alexandra Hospital reported that 
no cases of the deadly MRSA virus had 
been recorded during a period of more 200 
days, making the hospital one of only a 
handful in the country to have remained 
infection-free. 

October 

Preparatory work began on the £10m 
project to widen the stretch of the A414 
between Church Langley and the Mil 
roundabout, one of Harlow's busiest 
roads, as part of a £9.9 million scheme. 


Controversial car park charges caused a 
flurry of complaints amongst residents and 
traders after they were forced to pay up to £6 
a day to park outside their own home or 
workplace. 

November 

Funding was finalised for a new £9.3m 
university campus for the town. Work will 
start on the Anglia Ruskin campus this 
summer, with the first students due to 
enrol in 2011. 

Thousands of residents showed their respect 
for the British Forces when they gathered for 
the annual Service of Remembrance to pay 
tribute the fallen in both past and present 
conflicts . 

There was disappointment all round after 
it was announced that the opening of the 
new state-of-the-art Leisurezone complex 
would be delayed for another three 
months. It is now due to open in 
February. 

December 

Harlow College had something to shout 
about after its journalism centre was voted 
as of the top-performing in the country. The 
college’s one-year journalism course was 
voted in the top six in the UK. 

Heavy snowfall brought the town to a 
standstill, causing chaos for drivers and 
commuters with trains delayed for up to 
45 minutes. 

It was a Santa-stic effort by more than 200 
hundred people who dressed up as Father 
Christmas to take part in St Clare Hospice’s 
first ever Star-supported Santa Run in the 
Town Park.

Initial design plans to transform Harlow into 
a shoppers’ paradise were unveiled. Planning 
applications for the proposals, which could 
create up to 4,000 jobs, are expected to be 
submitted to Harlow Council in the summer 
of this year. 

A homeless couple lost all their possessions 
after yobs set fire to the tent they had been 
living in. But their faith in human nature was 
restored after generous Star readers donated 
money and gifts to make their life a little easier. 

Harlow Town Football Club’s future was left 
hanging by a thread after it emerged Inland 
Revenue filed a petition of debts worth 
£42,000. 

A woman accused of trying to kill her husband, 
who suffers from Motor Neurone Disease, by 
suffocating him was cleared of attempted 
murder. 


Residents rallied around in a true 
demonstration of community spirit following 
a massive blaze at the Berecroft estate which 
completely destroyed two homes, left four 
uninhabitable and six with smoke damage. It 
was later revealed that the fire had been 
started deliberately. 

A depraved father was jailed for life for raping 
his daughter and fathering her two children. 

The expenses scandal switched from the 
House of Commons to the council chamber 
in Harlow when it was revealed councillors 
had claimed nearly £200,000. Council leader 
Andrew Johnson topped the list with 
£11,619, including £248.34 for mobile phone 
calls.

PAH backs organ

HOSPITAL chiefs in Harlow are 
supporting a national campaign to 
highlight the importance of organ 
donation. 

Of the 10,000 people currently needing 
a transplant in the UK, more than 1,000 
will die within a year while still on the 
waiting list. 

As part of a drive to promote organ donation, 
the Princess Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust 
has appointed Dr Peter Bishop as its clinical 
lead for organ donation. 

A designated committee has also been 
established to ensure that, in the future, organ 
donation becomes a usual part of NHS 
practice. 

Dr Bishop said: “One donor can save or 
transform up to nine lives. This can offer 
great comfort to the donor’s family during a 
difficult time of loss. 

“Eighty four per cent of people would be 
willing to donate an organ after their death 
but only 27 per cent of people are currently 
on the donor register. We need to turn people’s 
good intentions about organ donation into 
action by encouraging more people to 
register.”

Celebrating 40 years of service to your community 
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H AIR loss, fatigue, 
scarring, muscle 
weakness - the physical 
effects of cancer can be 
endless. But the emotional 
scars can run as deep and are 
just as difficult to heal. 

A new support centre run by the 
Helen Rollason Cancer Charity is 
helping to treat such emotional 
turmoil. Offering a range of 
complementary therapies to soothe 
both body and mind, the centre, 
based at the Rivers Hospital in 
High Wych, is a haven. 

A cancer diagnosis can lead to a range 
of conflicting emotions. Often patients 
continue to have worries long after their 
treatment has finished, while for others, 
feelings about their illness can surface 
months or years later. 

On top of the physical symptoms and 
side effects of treatment there is a 
kaleidoscope of feelings to contend 
with, from anger, fear and despair to 
anxiety and uncertainty. 

The centre, which was officially 
launched by BBC sports presenter 
Clare Balding last month, is the third 
opened by the Helen Rollason charity. 

A fourth is due to open at Chelmsford’s 
Broomfield Hospital soon. 

The organisation is committed to caring 
for the overall wellbeing of cancer 
sufferers and providing better emotional 
support to people with all types of the 
disease, whether newly diagnosed or 
after treatment. Its services are free. 

The charity was founded in memory of 
BBC Sport presenter Helen Rollason, 
who died of colon cancer 10 years ago. 
Her vision was for cancer patients to be 
treated holistically. 

She had said: “Good quality of life 
while coping with cancer is the most 
important gift a sick person can receive 
- it should be available to everyone.”

Helping to heal 
the emotional __ 
side-effects of cancer 

ELEANOR PATMORE finds out how a new centre near Harlow gives cancer patients time off from the rigours of battling the disease 



The centre’s manager Lorna Ellis, a 
qualified nurse, said: “Cancer is such a 
difficult diagnosis and it affects the 
whole family. 

“What we provide is a safe space where 
people can come to and be themselves. 
They don’t have to put on a front or a 
brave face or edit how they’re feeling. 
“It’s often such a relief to come 
somewhere that is non-clinical and 
relaxed where they can get one-to-one 
care. Our aim is to enhance their 
quality of life and help them deal with 
an extremely stressful situation. 

“I’ve seen over the last eight years how 
valuable that can be. It makes such a 
difference to their lives and this new 
centre means we can reach even more 
people.” 

Since opening on November 9, demand 
for the centre’s services has been 
overwhelming. It offers a range of 
therapies, including manual lymph 
drainage, a specialist massage treatment 
rarely available on the NHS which can 
help fight infection and recovery from

illness. It hopes to be able to offer 
counselling in the near future. 

Another complementary therapy is 
reflexology, an ancient technique based 
on the principle that parts of the feet 
correspond to every part of the body. 
Applying pressure to different zones 
can help rebalance and align the body. 
Therapist Rachael Hart said: “A lot of 
people don’t realise this type of therapy 
is available and how much it can help 
with what they are going through. Most 
have never considered it before. You 
can get a lot of side effects from cancer 
treatment and we are trying to alleviate 
them. 

“Relaxation is very important and so is 
taking time out from and having a bit of 
‘me time’. It’s a holistic approach; we 
care for the mind, body and soul.” 
Patients can be referred to the centre by 
their doctor or consultant or pop in to 
make an appointment. Family members 
are also welcome. 

Rachael said: “The emotional side of 


cancer can be exhausting but here 
people get some time to themselves. 

The benefits can’t be underestimated.” 
One patient already benefiting is breast 
cancer survivor Carolyn Devonshire, 
who lives in Allens Green. The 62-year- 
old was diagnosed in May last year and 
is awaiting reconstructive surgery 
following a mastectomy. 

She had her first aromatherapy 
treatment at the centre in the week it 
opened and last Wednesday returned for 
another session. 

“It’s a really wonderful place,” she said. 
“This is a completely new thing for me 
and it’s great to have it right on my 
doorstep. 

“It’s lovely to be able to he back and let 
all the stress and tension go. It’s such a 
horrible thing for anyone to go through 
so it’s really nice to have some time out, 
even if it’s just for an hour.”

The police have released 
information about the calls to 
remind people to only use the 
999 number in an emergency. 
Superintendent Karan Lee, said: 
“Silly pranks can have a major 
impact on members of the 
public who need the police. 

“I don’t want a person to call 
999 and be delayed because 
someone else is calling to 
report something that is not an 
emergency or, worse still, a 
deliberate joke.” 

So remember, the 999 service 
must only be used in the case 
of an emergency.

Book festival boasts line-up of 
best-selling authors and poets

A JUDGEMENTAL gambler, a 
claustrophobic Doctor Who fan 
and a snake-wielding prankster. 
Perhaps not members of your 
average church congregation, but 
in the surreal comic-book world 
of Riverdale they are all perfectly 
at home in the pews. 

The fictional town may not sound as 
though it has much in common with 
Harlow, but according to the man who 
created the community for his debut 
comic book — local writer David C 
Hill - the devil is in the detail. 

Having invested a good six 
months of his life in 
writing, designing and 
publishing Glory Be!, the 
35-year-old regular 
churchgoer and 
Simpsons fanatic 
hopes his offbeat 
graphic magazine will 
challenge a few 
misconceptions of 
worshippers and 
their diverse roles 
in the 

community. 

“I wanted to 
quash some of 
the stereotypes 
people have 
about 

churchgoers,” 
he told the Star. 

“Many people 
seem to view us 
almost with 
suspicion or 
discount us as dowdy 
and boring, but 
hopefully Glory Be! will 
prove that we can have a 


sense of humour! 


“All of the characters in the comic book were 
influenced in some way by people I’ve met at church 
or in the community. I’ve just magnified certain 
characteristics to exploit their comic potential.” 
Pitched somewhere between the childish 
mischief of Beano and the distinctly adult 
humour of Viz, David’s 84-page debut 
features quickfire cartoons, mirthful 
missives and a series of hilarious e-mail 
messages sent between the book’s 
colourful characters. 

But despite the storyline being rooted in 
religion, David is quick to point out that 
readers need not be believers themselves to 
enjoy the humour. 

“The fact that most of the action is 
set in a church shouldn’t stop 
someone who never prays 
or doesn’t consider 
themselves a Christian 
from enjoying the 
book,” he explained. 
“It’s more to do with 
the reader’s sense of 
humour. 


“It’s not littered with 
profanities like 
certain other adult 
comics, but I would 
still consider the 
humour to be 


more on an 
adult’s 
wavelength, 
similar to 
something like 
The Simpsons or 
The Far Side.”

The softly spoken 40-year- 
old Australian, received a 
five-figure sum from Barclay 
and could be seen wearing a 
shirt bearing the logo of the 
Pinnacles track throughout the 
tournament shown live on Sky 
Sports. 

Whitlock went on to gain 
£100,000 prize money after fin¬ 
ishing runner-up at Alexandra 
Palace in North London on 
Sunday evening. 

Whitlock, who lost 7-3 in the 
final to 15-times PDC Champion 
Phil ‘The Power’ Taylor, told Star 
Sport: “The sponsorship gave me 
the confidence and without that 
help things might have turned out 
differently. What has happened 
has changed my life.” 

The Aussie was 2-1 up at one 
stage against Taylor, and then fell 
3-2 behind. 

He said: “It was right up to the 
end of the sixth set. I had a chance 
to win the sixth set but missed it. 
You cannot afford to play a bad 
shot against Taylor. I did really 
well when I beat Raymond van

Barneveld in the semis.” 

Whitlock also beat Englishman 
James Wade - the partner of Sky 
Sports’ Soccer AM presenter 
Helen Chamberlain - in the quar¬ 
ter-final on his way to the final. 

He had impressed Barclay 
when he played darts at the 
Harlow stadium last year. 

Barclay’s attention was further 
drawn last Wednesday when 
Whitlock played excellently to 
reach the last eight. 

Whitlock, an 80-1 rank out¬ 
sider before the tournament, 
appealed for financial backing 
after that match. 

The Harlow owner got in touch 
with the relevant people and it 
was subsequently announced on 


Sky Sports that the 
Greyhound track was now 
his chief sponsor. 

Barclay, who bought the 
Roydon Road stadium in 
2005, said: “He came 
across as a really kind 
bloke when he came here. 

He signed pictures for peo¬ 
ple and impressed me. 

“He played really well 
[at Alexandra Palace] and 
when I heard he needed 
backing between £15,000 and 
£20,000, I thought I would have 
some of that.” 

He added: “I think he can do 
really well and get into the top 
four.”
